
'Prison ship'development 


Councillors and neighbours oppose plan for old fire station site 


PLANNERS claim a 
scheme to demolish Wey¬ 
mouth’s former fire station 
and replace it with 52 re¬ 
tirement apartments looks 
like Portland’s former 
prison ship! 

The proposed Boot Hill 
development by Dorset 
Fire Service and McCarthy 
and Stone Retirement 
Lifestyle is already the sub¬ 
ject of an appeal to be de¬ 
termined by a Planning 
Inspectorate inquiry later 
this year. 

So members of Wey¬ 


mouth and Portland plan¬ 
ning committee were being 
asked what their views 
would have been if they 
had been in a position to 
determine the application 
and they unanimously op¬ 
posed it. 

They heard that the de¬ 
velopment was strongly 
opposed by Weymouth 
Civic Society, the 
Guardians of the Old Town 
Hall and many residents in¬ 
cluding Joy Payne of 
nearby High West Street 
who said historic views of 
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the remains of the old High 
Street would be “com¬ 
pletely obliterated” by “a 
hideous supposedly art 
deco design”. 

Neighbour Tracey Baker 
said a scheme which only 
allowed 12 parking spaces 
for 52 apartments was 
“ridiculous” while she 
strongly objected to the 
scheme’s rooftop garden 
which would allow apart¬ 
ment residents to look into 


her family’s bedrooms. 

Councillor Jane Hall, 
whose Weymouth East 
ward contains the site, said 
three storeys might be ac¬ 
ceptable but not the pro¬ 
posed five storeys which 
were “overbearing” in a 
residential area on a his¬ 
toric harbourside. 

But Alex Chard for the 
developers said he was dis¬ 
appointed at planning offi¬ 
cers’ recommendation to 


refuse the scheme which he 
said was “a well designed 
proposal” of some size “ap¬ 
propriate to the harbourside, 
providing some focus”. 

Members disagreed and 
Councillor Margaret 
Leicester said: “This 
scheme totally lacks any ar¬ 
chitectural merit. It looks 
more like the prison ship 
which used to be in Port¬ 
land Harbour.” 

Councillor Ray Banham 
said the scheme was “a no- 
no”, colleague Anne Ken¬ 
wood said it was 


“overdevelopment” and she 
was also concerned at air 
pollution facing potential 
residents while Councillor 
Kevin Hodder said there 
had only been “a token 
offer” for amenity space. 

He added: “You add it all 
up and I don’t actually 
think there is a lot going for 
this development.” 
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CREAM cakes proved irresistible for visitors 
to St Paul's summer garden party in Wey¬ 
mouth. 

Stalls were laid out in the sunny garden 
and the vicarage grounds were packed with 
people. 

Organiser Lesley Cheesman (pictured) said:

WEYMOUTH'S OWN FREE COMMUNITY NEWSPAPER 
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MECHANIC Ryan Bennett has been working on 
cars since he was a child joining the Bridport Au¬ 
tograss Racing Club, the Bridport Bandits, at the 
age of 12. 

After leaving school Ryan went onto complete 
a three-year apprenticeship, at Bridport's Lane- 
house Vauxhall garage, where he stayed for eight 
years. 

Ryan then joined Greig and Allen's garage on 
Dreadnought Trading Estate, learning how an in¬ 
dependent business works. 

At the beginning of this month Ryan set up his 
own garage in Salway Ash, Bennett's Mechanical 
Services. 

Ryan is also now the Chairman of the Bridport 
Autograss Racing Club and regularly competes, 
with members of the club, at events around the 
country. 


■ HOW are you finding running your own business? 

Rewarding and enjoyable, in the sense that everything I 
do I know is solely for me and there is no room for error, 
you have to be 100 per cent confident about what you're 
doing. It's hard work but good fun. 

■ WHAT can you offer that people won't get at a main 
dealership? 

Perhaps a bit more of the personal touch because at the 
moment its solely myself in the business, people deal with 
one person, the person they talk to will also repair the car. 
I'd like to think as well that, because I have had a lot of deal¬ 
ership experience, people will get the same service from 
me and because I have less overheads they will benefit 
cost wise as well. 

■ DID being in the Bandits help you in your career? 

I think it would have been harder without it. Obviously the 
four years that I did in the bandits gave me a great insight 
into how a motor vehicle works. It was all experience that 
I wouldn't have had prior to joining the trade. 

■ WHAT benefits are there for young people who join 
the Bandits? 

There is a lot to do in Bridport but there are a lot of kids 
out there, like myself at that age, who really want to drive 
a car. I wanted to drive a car, I wanted to work on a car, I 
wanted to fiddle with anything mechanical. It's a good way 
for kids to bide their time, find interesting things within 
the sport, possibly go on to make their own race cars and 
also they've got a lot more opportunity within the work¬ 
place because they've got experience of working with ve¬ 
hicles. 

■ HAS the club had any major successes on the track? 

We try to be competitive but there are a lot of people out 
there spending a lot of money and we are probably trying 
to do it on a fifth of their budget. Really we look more at 



taking part but we do aim to win as well. We have had 
some good results in the past, and this year even. We've 
won trophies, we've had seconds and thirds within the club 
championships. Considering what we've got to work with 
I think we compete quite well. 

■ WHY have you made the transition from racing Minis 
to racing Peugeot 106s? 

Unfortunately Minis were costing us an absolute arm and 
a leg to put together and we found the reliability of them 
was poor. The other reason was that the lads who go into 
the workplace need to be working on modern vehicles. We 
thought it was best within the club to be using more mod¬ 
ern vehicles rather than having historic dinosaurs that were 
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designed in the 1950s. Although they are a good basis, 
when the lads go into the workplace they would go to work 
on a 2011 car and it would be totally different. What we are 
trying to show are the technological advances basically. 

■ DO you think the Bandits are sometimes given a bad 
reputation? 

I think unfortunately, because the club was initially setup 
in attempt to get joy riders off the street, it still carries the 
stigma that it's just a bunch of dropouts botching up cars 
and racing them. People who come down will realise that 
isn't the truth, everyone is really quite sensible and we try 
and maintain quite a high standard in workshop practices 
and racing practices to make sure its safe and enjoyable. 

■ WHO would be your three dream guests at a dinner 
party? 

Ann Widdicombe because she is very forthright when it 
comes to politics and I would love to hear her opinion 
about things across a dinner table. She's got a very high po¬ 
litical opinion, she does rub people up the wrong way but 
a lot of the time she says what people are thinking. Jeremy 
Clarkson would be quite funny, his column in The Sun is in¬ 
credible. Some of his comments are spot on and to the 
point.The Queen of England would be quite funny as well, 
just to see what she eats and how she eats it. 

■ WHAT was the last book you read, film you watched 
and CD you listened to? 

The last book was probably some technical manual about 
a mini engine, the last film I watched was Good Will Hunt¬ 
ing and the last CD was Oasis, What's the Story Morning 
Glory.

A GIANT £4 million ob¬ 
servation tower near Wey¬ 
mouth Pavilion will be 
built in time for the 2012 
Olympic Games. 

The pledge came from 
Merlin Entertainments 
which said it was “de¬ 
lighted” that Weymouth 
and Portland planners had 
unanimously backed the 
scheme for a 5 3-metre 
(172ft) tower up which 
will rise a viewing capsule 
capable of holding up to 70 
people. 

Merlin owns Weymouth 
Sea Life Park and its gen¬ 
eral manager Craig 
Dunkerley, who will also 
be responsible for the new 
tower, said it was an attrac¬ 
tion Weymouth’s residents 
and visitors would enjoy 
for years to come which 
could be worth up to £1 
million annually to Wey¬ 
mouth’s economy. 

Work is expected to 
begin on the tower in No¬ 
vember and it will be com¬ 
pleted in time for the 2012 
Olympic Games, Mr 
Dunkerley adding: “This is 
great news and I think it is 
a “must-do” attraction for 
the town. 

“The 360-degree panor- 
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amic views it will provide 
will be magnificent and 
leave lasting memories of 
Weymouth for everyone 
who visits. We are also 
confident that it will prove 
an economic catalyst, help¬ 
ing to keep people in the 
town longer and benefit- 
ting many other busi¬ 
nesses.” 

Support at a meeting of 
Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee came 
from Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Chamber of Com¬ 
merce and Industry’s Andy 
Cooke who said: “Devel¬ 
opments like this are re¬ 
ally, really important. 

“It is a really exciting ex¬ 
cellent scheme which will 
bring more people into the 
town and the Chamber 
fully supports it.” 

There was opposition 
from Weymouth resident 
Michael Burt who said the 
tower was too high and 
went against council pol¬ 
icy while retired town 
planner Eric Cockbain said 
the proposal would “di¬ 
minish the integrity of our

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Talks begin on the future 
of Dorset's day services 

Consultation will take three months 


A THREE-month consultation has 
just started on future options for day 
services in Dorset. 

The county council has to find 
savings of £600,000 from its in- 
house day services budget by 2014 
and respond to changing public 
needs. 

Three options have been put for¬ 
ward including reducing available 
services, either by closing or merg¬ 
ing some day centres or reducing 
hours or service options 

Another option is to set up a Local 
Authority Trading Company to run 
day centres - a separate business 
owned by Dorset County Council 
which could offer a wider range of 
services that could generate more 
income. 

A final option would be to seek to 
transfer centres to a charity or pri¬ 
vate-commercial sector business. 


The successful bidder would be 
required to continue providing serv¬ 
ices to the people supported now but 
could also offer opportunities to 
people who don’t meet the current 
criteria. 

Service users and other interested 
parties have until October 24th to 
give their views. 

A final decision from councillors 
is expected by the end of the year 
and changes will be phased in over 
the next two to five years. 

County council adult and commu¬ 
nity services director Debbie Ward 
said: “Day services make a vital 
contribution to meeting people’s 
needs. 

“We want to ensure these services 
can be maintained and developed 
for the future but this means that 
some changes will be required, both 
to operate within the tough new fi¬ 
nancial constraints and also respond 


to changing demands in the kind of 
support people want. 

“However services are delivered 
in the future, we remain committed 
to ensuring that day services for vul¬ 
nerable adults remain available and 
accessible.” 

A letter has been sent to people 
who use the day care centres, in¬ 
forming them of the consultations 
that are taking place in each centre. 

In addition to these meetings the 
county council has organised six 
community meetings to give resi¬ 
dents a chance to ask the authority 
questions and put their views for¬ 
ward. 

Meetings include one in Wey¬ 
mouth’s Budmouth Community 
Sports Centre on Chickerell Road 
on September 19th from 7pm- 
8.15pm and one in Dorchester Bap¬ 
tist Church on October 3rd from 
7pm-8.15pm.

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Ferry company worries 
over town centre traffic 


CONDOR Ferries is worried that Wey¬ 
mouth’s new road system is delaying its 
passengers. 

Marketing manager Justin Amey, said it 
was important to maintain a constant flow 
of traffic to reduce the impact of town 
centre congestion, particularly along the 
Esplanade, as 2011 has seen more Condor 
sailings arriving in Weymouth from 
France, Jersey and Guernsey. 

He added: “The pedestrian cross¬ 
ing along the Esplanade - which fil¬ 
ters traffic down to one lane - has 
slowed traffic down and is causing 
long delays to our customers leav¬ 
ing the town. 

“Condor Ferries is currently working 
closely with the Weymouth Harbourmas¬ 
ter and Dorset County Council to improve 
traffic congestion.” 

Condor plays an important role in Wey¬ 
mouth’s life with jobs, port fees and pas¬ 
senger income all contributing to the 
town’s economy. 

Despite congestion concerns Condor has 
pledged itself to Weymouth until March 
2012 when all routes then get an annual 
consideration. 

Operations director Captain Fran Collins 
said Condor had just launched its winter 
schedule which will run from November 
2011 until March 2012. 

He added: “This offers an increased 
number of sailings from Weymouth to the 
Channel Islands and France over the com¬ 
ing months and demonstrates our commit¬ 
ment to the port. 

“Condor Ferries has a long association 
with Weymouth as it is well located for 
travel to the Channel Islands and we are a

major employer in the area. 

“The popularity of our sailings this sum¬ 
mer has led to some congestion and we 
proactively raised this issue with Wey¬ 
mouth Harbourmaster and Dorset County 


Council who are responsible for the traffic 
planning in the town. 

“We are aware that there are aspects of 
the traffic improvement package which 
are still bedding in and are hopeful that the 
recent changes to signal controls will im¬ 
prove traffic flow through Weymouth for 
our passengers and alleviate local conges¬ 
tion.” 

But he warned: “However, we will con¬ 
tinue to monitor the situation carefully 
over the coming months as our highest 
priority will be to make sure that the ports 
we operate from meet the needs of our 
customers in terms of access and facili¬ 
ties.” 

Each year Condor Ferries carries more 
than one million passengers and 200,000 
passenger vehicles. 

It also operates Commodore Goodwill 
as a freight only vessel. The Condor Fer¬ 
ries fleet carries 100,000 freight vehicles 
into the Channel Islands each year as well 
as exporting tons of local produce.

More disruption for drivers 


MOTORISTS face fresh disruption after 
Dorset County Council announced it 
will be closing the A354 Weymouth- 
Dorchester road for ten nights to allow 
resurfacing works at Ridgeway. 

Diversion routes will operate be¬ 
tween Monday, September 12 th and 
Friday, September 23 rd while the main 
road artery between the two towns is 
closed between the Stadium Round¬ 
about and the Jurassic Roundabout. 

The closure will operate between 
7pm and 6am on week nights and the 
road will be open over the weekend of 
September 17 th -18th. 

The county council said that the clo¬ 
sures were necessary to enable the au¬ 
thority to safely carry out maintenance 
work on the busy route between the 
Stadium Roundabout and the Ridge¬ 
way. 

A spokesman said: "While the road is 
temporarily closed, the diversion route 


for southbound traffic will be signed 
from the Stadium Roundabout on to 
the A35 eastbound, taking the A352 to 
the Warmwell Cross Roundabout and 
the A353 via Preston to the Bincombe 
Bumps Roundabout, then taking the 
second exit towards the Jurassic 
Roundabout at the bottom of the relief 
road. The same route applies in the 
northbound direction. 

"Local residents will be able to cross 
the A354 at Monkton Park for access to 
homes via the local side roads. Emer¬ 
gency vehicles will be able to travel 
through the work site. 

"The work is needed as the road sur¬ 
face is worn out between the Stadium 
Roundabout and the start of the new 
relief road. 

"The work has been scheduled after 
the completion of the relief road works 
and the peak summer season to min¬ 
imise disruption to road users." 


Green light for care home plan 


A NEW 70-bed care home on the site of 
Weymouth’s former 54-bed Buxton House 
care home has been backed by planners. 

The scheme had been deferred at an ear¬ 
lier meeting of Weymouth and Portland 
planning committee so negotiations could 
be held with applicants Dorset County 
Council and Highwood Residential about 
possibly relocating facilities because of the 
noise impact on nearby homes. 

This led to a plant room being moved 
from the north side of the Cross Road site 
to its southern side, the meeting voting 9-1 
to approve the overall scheme subject to 16 
conditions. 

Not everyone welcomed the development 
and Keith Davidge for four Marina Gar¬ 
dens’ residents said that, while they wel¬ 
comed the plant room being moved, they 


felt the laundry room “remains a cause for 
concern as a noise source very close to our 
properties”. 

They also remained concerned at the 
building’s “visual bulk” which would lead 
to loss of light at their properties. 

The joint applicants’ agent Tony Allen 
said they were unable to move the laundry 
because it needed to be close to delivery 
and refuse lorries, but it would only operate 
during the day and would have sealed unit 
windows. He added that they felt residents’ 
concerns had been answered. 

Councillor Anne Kenwood said she was 
“very pleased” that the plant room had 
been moved while Councillor Peter Farrell 
said: “I am convinced that homes like this 
have to meet a standard and I am happy 
that this one does.”

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Sea Life Park staff help out in the'Welly Zone' 



WELLINGTON boots were needed when staff from 
Weymouth Sea Life Park went in search of marine life 
at Newton’s Cove. 

They spent nearly three hours logging every bit of 
plant and animal life they could find in the intertidal 
area and rockpools as part of a bid to win protection 
for the fragile shoreline and shallow water habitats 
along the Dorset coastline. 

The event was organised with Dorset Wildlife Trust 
whose three-year investigation of what they term the 
“Welly Zone” is a response to conservation measures 
which currently omit this precious habitat. 

A new Special Area of Conservation has been pro¬ 
posed for the reef habitats between Studland and Port¬ 
land and, as this and other marine habitats gain 
protected status, Dorset Wildlife Trust is concerned 
that the shallows and intertidal zone may miss out. 

Sea Life marine expert Chris Brown said: “Our mis¬ 
sion is to gather evidence of the wealth of marine life 
that depends on the intertidal zone to protect it from 
future development. 

“We’re expecting to find mermaid’s purses, crabs, 
anemones and skeletons of pink sea fans which will 
prove that these animals are living in the shallows.” 

At least 10 volunteers from Weymouth Sea Life 
Park were among a host of volunteers combing the 
beach at Newton’s Cove at low water.

£400,000 upgrade for sewage system

A NEW air process is 
making Weymouth’s 
sewage plant more en¬ 
ergy efficient and saving 
up to £200,000 per 
annum. 

Wessex Water has 
completed work on a 
£400,000 upgrade on 
the air delivery system 
in four large treatment 
basins at the seaside 
plant. 

The work, which in¬ 
volved reducing air 
input to save electricity, 
was believed to be the 
first modification of its 
kind to a large treatment 
works carried out while 
the plant remained in 
operation. 

Through improved 
diffusers and a better de¬ 
signed delivery system 
Wessex Water was able 
to reduce the air demand 
from 18,000M3/hr to 
less than 5,000M3/hr by 
using a fine bubble dif¬ 
fuse air system. The 
company said it had the 
potential to reduce en¬ 
ergy consumption by 
around £150,000 to 
£200,000 per year. 

Wessex operational 
services head Dave 
Durkin said: “We re¬ 
placed the diffusers on 


four basins with each one 
taking two to three weeks 
to complete. Work in¬ 
volved sequentially drain¬ 
ing down the four basins, 
each containing 6.5 mil¬ 
lion litres of sewage, 
while maintaining the 
overall operation of the 


plant.“ 

Wessex said the modi¬ 
fied treatment 

process meant there was 
less air consumption now 
required and the treatment 
plant had a lower carbon 
footprint. 

The company timed 


work to take place when 
minimal rain was fore¬ 
cast. 

Mr Durkin said the firm 
may look to roll out simi¬ 
lar energy reduction 
schemes at sites in the re¬ 
gion it serves. 

He said: “We have a 


number of other potential 
sites where this technol¬ 
ogy may be usefully em¬ 
ployed. It is something we 
are looking into and see¬ 
ing how the cost of imple¬ 
mentation would compare 
with the reduced energy 
costs.”

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THROUGHOUT the spring and summer months View From Reporter TOM 
GLOVER has been welcoming all challenges in his column 'Take on Tom'. 

Over the past 19 weeks Tom has run a half marathon, failed his driving 
test and even gone pole dancing. 

For his final challenge for this year Tom joined up with the BRIDPORT 
AUTOGRASS RACING CLUB, the BRIDPORT BANDITS, at the Wessex Motor 
Racing Club's August Bank Holiday meeting. 


FOR my final challenge 
this week I was very 
much hoping I wouldn’t 
go out with a bang as I 
joined the Bridport Ban¬ 
dits at Bearley Raceway. 

The Bandits have been 
in existence for 20 years, 
initially set up as a 
scheme to get joy riders 
off the streets. 

The club is a lot more 
than that now and for its 
success stories you have 
to look no further than 
club chairman, Ryan 
Bennett, who now runs 
his own garage having 
joined the group as a 
child. 

Because of its origins 
though I’m sure the 
group’s members some¬ 
times get unfairly tar¬ 
nished with a bad 
reputation, with some 
people expecting them to 
be young reprobates or 
boy racers. This is totally 
unmerited however. Not 
only was everyone I met 
friendly, smart and sup¬ 


portive but there is a 
great team spirit among 
the group with everyone 
looking out for each 
other. 

I was helped into my 
racing gear and everyone 
was keen to give me tips 
on how to drive. I was 
even walked around the 
course by the Bandits 
very own tame racing 
driver, Luke Anitnoro. 

As a race newbie the 
club were also letting me 
drive their star car, a Peu- 
geout 106 called “Hat¬ 
tie”. The experimental 
vehicle sent shockwaves 
through the race circuit 
after winning seven of its 
first ten races. 

Some of the independ¬ 
ent racers spend £5000 
on their cars so “Hattie” 
isn’t doing bad consider¬ 
ing she cost £150 on 
ebay. 

I was given overalls, 
that actually fit, a helmet, 
some goggles and my 
day license and I then 


had to try and manoeuvre 
myself into the car 
through the window, as 
race guidelines mean its 
doors are welded shut. 

I squeezed into the 
drivers seat and managed 
to fit my seatbelt harness 
on, and then I encoun¬ 
tered by first major prob¬ 
lem of the day.

quired car, and in its last 
outing the gear stick had 
come off in the driver’s 
hand, so I was feeling 
less confident. 

The race itself is five 
laps around an oval mud 
track; I would race three 
heats and then an eight 
lap final if I qualified. 

With eight cars in the 
race, we lined up behind 
the bungee start line, all 
revving and ready to pull 
away when it raised. 
After narrowly avoiding 
a false start I pulled away 
late and already found 
myself at the back of the 
pack. After a slow start I 
managed to keep in reach 
of the other drivers and 
completed the race, al¬ 
beit in last place, without 
losing control or being 
lapped. 

And for anyone think¬ 
ing this all sounds a bit 
too testosterone fuelled, 
the winner of the first 
heat was a women driver. 
There were actually a 


surprisingly high number 
of female drivers, prov¬ 
ing it’s not just a sport for 
the guys. 

Heat one was out of the 
way and I felt confident 
that next time out I’d do 
better, now I knew what 
I was doing. 

I raced in class one, for 
the smaller one litre cars, 
but other classes in¬ 
cluded everything from 
Vauxhall Nova’s with 
two litre engines to spe¬ 
cials, which are basically 
a seat on wheels, 
mounted into a frame 
with a motorbike engine. 

As the classes went 
round the track however 
the heavens opened and 
the rain came down 
heavily. The races started 
to get slower and the 
winners seemed to be the 
drivers who managed to 
best keep on the track. 

By the time I went back 
out the raceway was a 
mudpit. I didn’t get a 
quicker start but neither

did anyone. Halfway up 
the first straight and my 
car had spun round and 
was heading for the bar¬ 
riers. I straightened up 
and got to the first bend 
where I spun off again. 
Also in my race was

I managed to escape a 
collision and turned to 
face the right way again.

£1.00 for two can be 
very effective in 
cleansing toilet bowls 
providing they are re¬ 
plenished on a weekly 
basis, although you 
could possibly get 
away with every two 
or three weeks. 

Using toilet cleaner 
around the toilet bowl 
just once a day and 
scrubbing with the 
toilet brush will also 
make a big difference 
if in combination with 
the use of cistern 


use toilet bowl cleaner 
in urinals like de¬ 
scribed above as well. 

Another important 
thing to remember is 
to clean your toilet 
brush also. If you do 
not then it will soon 
become dirty and 
contaminated with 
germs, it will also col¬ 
lect dirty water which 
may well smell after 
time. 

Sinks, mirrors, and, 
tiles, should not be 
neglected also. You 
don't necessarily need 
to do this every day 
but make sure that it is 
done enough to keep 
it consistently looking 
presentable for the 
people who may use 
your toilets. Remem¬ 
ber if a important cus¬

GIVEN her musical pedigree-daughter of Dame Cleo Laineand the late Sir John 
Dankworth - it's no surprise that JACQUI DANKWORTH is considered to be "one 
of the classiest acts in British jazz singing" (The Guardian). Her highly acclaimed 
recordings to date have been stylistically diverse, incorporating elements of folk, 
blues, and many other musical forms.

Fast and loose? pack your car with care 


DRIVER training specialist 1AM 
Drive & Survive is offering 
weekly motoring tips to driv¬ 
ers from its head of training, 
Simon Elstow. This week he 
urges motorists to load their 
cars properly before setting off 
with acarfull of equipment, to 
an event or on the return from 
a summer driving holiday. 

Pack belongings securely - 
loose objects can be distract¬ 
ing and if the driver needs to 
brake sharply, unsecured items 
could fly forward and hit those 
sitting in front. 

Pack heavy items in the boot 
whenever possible. 

Loads should be made as 
small as possible and posi¬ 


tioned to enable a clear view. 
Keep heavy items low down. 

Always pack so that those in 
the car - especially the driver - 
have room to move. Feeling 
cramped causes stress and 
makes the journey less pleas¬ 
ant. 

Consider having the rear 
seat belts buckled up if you 
have heavy items in the boot. 
If you are hit from behind or 
stop suddenly, they can stop 
items moving forward, in the 
same way they would hold a 
person in place in an accident. 

A full car uses more fuel - 
keep an eye on your fuel 
gauge. And check tyre pres¬ 
sures before setting off. Tyres 


on a full and heavy car usually 
require higher pressures, and 
underinflated tyres will use 
more fuel. 

Elstow says "When you've 
got a lot of things to pack, it's 


tempting to throw the last few 
small items in loose. But bad 
packing can be dangerous 
and you could be prosecuted 
if your baggage looks unse¬ 
cure."

Are roads just for cars? 


FIFTY-EIGHT per cent of people 
think that drivers should be held 
legally responsible for accidents be¬ 
tween cars and more vulnerable 
road users in pedestrian-priority 
zones, according to the latest poll 
by road safety charity the 1AM. 

Woonerfs are the most sophisti¬ 
cated of these zones, and are a con¬ 
cept which comes from the 
Netherlands where they are com¬ 
monly used. They are designed to 
be used at walking pace to make 
them safer for more vulnerable road 
users and encourage cycling and 
walking. Forty-eight per cent of the 
4,000 respondents think the Woon- 
erf concept - with no pavements, 
giving cars, pedestrians and cyclists 
equal use of the same road space - 
is a good idea for use in the UK, with 
27 per cent thinking they are a bad 
idea. 

When asked where these zones 
should be sited primarily, 36 per 
cent said in shopping areas, and 
similar areas with high pedestrian 
traffic, and a further 33 per cent 
thought they would be of the most 
use in some residential areas where 
a particular need was identified. Six¬ 
teen per cent think they should be 
used on all residential roads. 


The biggest benefit of the system, 
as voted for by more than half of the 
respondents was the removal of 
street clutter including kerbs, signs 
and railings. Improved pedestrian 
and cyclist safety were also popular 
at 49 and 43 per cent respectively, 
and only a quarter believed there 
would be no benefit at all. 

Opinion on whether the respon¬ 
dents themselves would want to 
live in such a zone was evenly split, 
at 39 per cent each. 

1AM director of policy and re¬ 
search Neil Greig said: "Our poll re¬ 
veals a surprisingly positive attitude 
towards better protection of cyclists 
and pedestrians, both in road layout 
and legal responsibility. On the con¬ 
tinent, attractive street design is 
used to make it clear where pedes¬ 
trians have priority but this ap¬ 
proach is in its infancy in the UK. 

"The 1AM supports any move to 
improve safety for pedestrians and 
cyclists, but research is needed into 
the best way to inform drivers 
about changes in legal responsibil¬ 
ity, and also on the effect a Woonerf 
might have on the road sense of 
children brought up in such a zone, 
when later exposed to less pro¬ 
tected areas."

League big spenders robbed by Crittenden

NICK Crittenden came off the bench to fire Dorchester to 
a superb win and halt the Magpies recent poor run. 

Big spending Truro also came into the game on the back 
of two defeats after three straight wins at the start of the 
season.

Having been booked for a foul 
on Ash, he then brought down former Magpie Danny Clay 
moments later for which the referee gave him a stern warn¬ 
ing. Vickers felt it prudent in the circumstances to replace 
him with Jamie Gleeson during the interval, his first ap¬ 
pearance for some months after injury.

Truro pushed for an equaliser and Evans had to produce 
a good save and push Ash's free-kick over the top, before 
Crittenden was foiled by Sandercombe from making the 
game safe in injury time.
